Otar senior intelligence officers bare found your study of 6 July, 
Gedaakjff zff; WRltjfgg, stimulating end helpful. Me hate recently been 
gitiag a great deal of tint and thought to what the East-Rest power 
relationship eight be ten or fifteen years free new. Like yen, we find 
it extremely difficult to sketch out even a few major trends ever so 
long a period ahead, and, also like yea, we seeegaise that as wneh er 
were of the future depend! on the way things shape up la the Vent as on 
developments inside the Soviet Bloc. 

On Western policy, particularly on 0. S. affairs, wa in the foreign 
intelligence field are incompetent to speak, fin the natter of long- 
range Soviet developments, h ow e ver , we are thinking along lines sot 
dissimilar te years. We here gaps on record recently ns believing that 
the change in regime in the USSR hen in ae way altered the basic 
hostility of the BSSR te all no n - S o v iet power or redwood the probability 
of vigorous Soviet eold-war efforts. As yen put it, the new elastic

four belief that general war in not likely in the immediate future 
is shared by west observer* here, and all agree that security from the 
daager of general war in the period from throo te five or ten years ahead 
will depend greatly ea the progress made in strengthening European dnfnnses 
in the meantime. ' \ 

We also concur in your estimate that the Krewlla counts a great 
dual in the long ran on being succntnfnl in exploiting the colonial 
paoples in nmderdevelapad areas both far propaganda purposes and for 
subversive operations, Thu political and social instability ia such 
areas represents aae of the major difficulties we have noted fox the 
West ia building up its total power position rnlative tn the USSR. 

Concerning the June uprisings in East Germany, we note with great 
laterest and agree with year observation that the spontaneous demonstra- 
tion of popular will is of great psychological importance bat that it 
would be dangerous to over-estimate its immediate political significance 
ia terms of effective resistance, dm Germany ia general, we are inclined 
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t* agree with you at alaatt every petal, particularly ea tfte important 
ef eeaaitteatly edveeatlag Sanaa reeaificatioa ea the basis of free, 
supervised election, 

tbe ether head, we are inclined to believe that, despite easy 
real dlffereaees ef epialea ea insatiate pregraae aad tactics, Sweat 
Brittle has ideatifled her basic security laterests very closely with 
these of the Salted States aad Is act la fast, as yea saggest, worklag 
te eliaieate the laflaeaee ef the Baited States frea Snaps aad ether 
areas of former British daalaaace. 

Similarly, while we are alert te peteatially very real daagers 
ie the Yugoslav relationship with the Soviet Bloc, ear best estimate 
is that Tito still fiads his preseat iaterests ta lie with the Beet 
tad that, being a realist as you say, ha is aet very lihely te attest* 
a double-cross that weald pat hia back ia raage ef Soviet wrath while 
depriving hia ef eay chaace ef Mestera sappert ia a fataxe art sis with 
the kremlin. 

Ia closing, let we thaak yea oa behalf ef ay self aad ay sealer 
eel leagues fer the trouble you have takes ia drafting year stady aad 
for the help it has bees te our wi thlakiag on then bread aad 
complex problems.
